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In 1951, the HDRF established national headquarters 
at Wichita, Kansas, and sponsored the Allied Scientists of the 
World, which organization had as its avowed purpose "to construct 
and stock a library...in an atomic proof area where the culture 
and technology of the United States could be stored in a state 
of use by science and preserve it in case of attack. 


The April 24, 1951, issue of the "Dimes Herald," 


Washington, D.C., reflected that Hubbard's wife charged in a 


divorce suit that “competent medical advisors recommended that 
Hubbard be committed to a private sanitarium for psychiatric 
observation and treatment of a mental ailment known as paranoid 
schizophrenia." Mrs. Hubbard claimed he was "hopelessly insane." 


Allegedly during -1952, Hubbard formed the Hubbard 
Association of Scientologists, an Arizona corporation, and 
reverted "dianetics" back to its original name, "scientology." 
Thereafter, offices were opened in New Jersey and London, England. 


During the early part of 1956, HDRF, Silver Spring, 
Maryland, was circulating a pamphlet entitled "Brain-Washing, 
A Synthesis of the Russian Textbook on Psychopolitics." According 
to the book, psychopolitics is the "art and science of asserting 
and maintaining dominion over the thoughts and loyalties of 
individuals, officers, bureaus, and masses, and the effecting 
of the conquest of enemy nations through ‘mental health.'" 


In January, 1963, the Food and Drug Administration. 
directed a raid against the Academy of Scientology in 
Washington, D.C., in which machines used by the Acadeny in 
the practice of scientology were seized. It was alleged 
that these machines, known as “Hubbard Electroncters,” 
were falsely advertized as being effective in treating 
various types of illnesses. 


In the past, Hubbard has corresponded with this 
Bureau and Department of Justice on several occasions for 


various reasons, including complaints about his wife and about 


alleged communists. In one lengthy letter in May, 1951, it is 
perhaps noteworthy that Hubbard stated that while he was in 

his apartment on February 23, 1951, about two or three o'clock 
in the morning, his apartment was entered. He was knocked out.

Although he has 
na formal traimng in magic he 
has an extraordinary amount of 
experience and understanding in 
the field. Ron appears to have 
some sort of hichly developed 
astral vision, Ile cteseribes his

He concluded. almost. ecstatic-

Parsons’ account of the start 
of tbe birth ritual is as follows:

“The year of Babalon is 4063. 
She is the flame of hfe, power 
of darkness, she destoys with 
a glance, she may take thy soul, 
She feeds upon the death of 
men. Beaulif{ulhorrible,’ The 
seribe, now pale and sweating, 
rested awhile, then continued,”

why Hubbard showed anxiety at

The climax of the ccremony 
occurred the following day with 
Ron at the altar working his 
two subjects into a sexual 
frenzy. Over Rachmaninoff he 
intoned such gems as:

An exalted Parsons wrote the 
next day, “ Babalon ts incarnate 
upon the earth today awaiting 
the proper hour of her manifes- 
tation, And in that day my 
work will be accomplished and 
Y shall be blown away upon the 
breath of the father even as it 
is prophecied.” (In fact, Parsons 
was " blown away" in à rocket 
fuel explosion at his experimen: 
tel laboratory in Pasadena in 
1952.) 

Unable to contain hit joy, 
Parsons decided to tell Crowle 
what had'heppened, On Mare 
6 he wrote, “2 can hardly tell 
you or decide how much to 
write. 1 am under command 
of extreme secrecy, I have had 
the most important, devastating 
experience of my life.” Crowley 
was dumbfounded by the news 
of the incarnation ceremony, He 
wrote back, “ You have me com- 
PO puzzled by your remarks. 

thought 1 had the most morbid 
imagination but it seems I have 
not, I cannot form the slightest 
idea what you can possibly 
mean.” A 

With a distinct note of con. 
tern he dashed off a letter on 
the same day to the head of his 
American cult saying, “ Appar 
ently Parsons or llubbard or 
somebody is producing a Moom 
child, 1 get fairly frantic when 
I contemplate the idiocy of these 
louts."

A muchehastened Parsons 
wrote to Crowley on July 5, 
"Here I am in Miami pursuing 
the children of my folly, 1 have 
them well tied up. They cannot 
move without going to jail, 
However, J am afraid that most 
of the anoney has already been 
spent. I will be lucky to sak 
vage 3,000 to 5,000 dollars," Just 
how Parsons managed to capture 
the crrant lovers is in keeping 
with the other extraordinary 
chapters of this story, " Hubbard 
attempted іо escape , me," 
Parsons wrote, "by sailing М 
5 рти. and performed a full 
invocation to Bartzabel within 
the circle at 8 p.m. (a curse). 
At the same time, however, his 
Ship was struck by a sudden 
squall off the coast which ripped 
off his sails and forced him back 
to port where I took the boat in 
custody." 

Parsons recovered financially 
and possibly as a backlash to 
his experience with Hubbard 
he took the Oath of {Һе Алі 
Christ in 1948 and changed his 
name to Belarion Armiluss Al 
Dajjal AntiChrist. In his scien- 
tology publications Jlubhárd 
says of the period. “Crippled 
and blinded at the end of the 
war I resumed studies of philo- 
sophy and by my discoveries 
recovered so fully that I was 
reclassified in 1949 for full com- 
bat duty,"
